AN FRANCISCO, June ~7.— 
Friends of Postmaster Ar- 
thur Fisk are worried lest his 
resignation be called for. Mr. 
Fisk recently entered upon a 
third term, but the precedent 
set in asking for the resigna- 


holders whose terms had not 
expired is regarded as signifi- 
cant and has created alarm in 
quarters where security has 


hitherto been felt. 


The old charges -which were sometime back in- 


vestigated and found to be groundless and malicious 
have been revived and there is evidently an ^effort 
in \arious quarters to get Fisk'a aCJalp. ExO.Ia.icr 
Phelan and Rudolph Spreckels have both hammered 
Fisk as hard as they could at Washington. Sena- 
tor Works would be rather pleased to have Fisk 
removed. 


The Democratic Congressmen would naturally like 


to see his place given to a Democrat. Kent and the 
other Progressive Congressmen would offer no ob- 
jection to his removal. Senator Perkins and Con- 
gressman Kahn constitute the only effective back- 
ing he has at Washington. 
Postmaster-General 


Burleson is out for spoils. He is a thick and thin 
partisan and he will not feel satisfied as long as a 
Republican postmaster holds a lucrative place. He 
will probably lend his influence to the effort to get 
Fisk removed, practically at the beginning of a new 
term. Fisk was reappointed and confirmed during 
the closing months of Taft's administration. 


Yet, the San Francisco Postoffice is rated as be- 


ing most efficiently conducted. It was never better 
managed than since Fisk has been postmaster. Ths> 
charges made by a former woman employe do not 
relate to efficiency in the discharge of official 
duties, but to an entirely different matter. She was 
dismissed from the service for purloining maza- 
ziiies sent through the mails, the investigation be- 
ing conducted by postal employes not under Fisk's 
jurisdiction. 
Her charges were brought after she 


had been suspended and accused of misconduct as 
an employe of the postoffice. 
San Francisco Suffers From KnocKing 


This town has become addicted to the knocking

The floor- 
walker said: "We haven't half enough room; we 
ought to have twice as much space to accommodate 
our patrons, but we can't get the store next door." 
Coming outside I met the proprietor, and I asked 
him: 
"How's business?" "Rotten," he said. "This 


town is on the bum." "What is the matter?" I 
asked. "Well,' he said, "people don't spend money 
like they used to; rents are too high; we're over- 
taxed; everything is going wron,g; we are blunder- 
ing along and the merchants are not making any 
money." 


I remarked that he seemed to be doing a pretty 


good business. "Yes," h.e said, "I am doing a good 
deal of business, but the rest of them are not doing 
much." 


A short distance away I came to one of the big 


dry goods stores, adjoining which a store was 
being fitted up. One of the proprietors was looking 
on at the work with great interest and -I asked what 
was going on, and he replied: 
"We have bought 


the lease out here and are enlarging our store." 
"You have a big place now," I said. "Yes," he said, 
"but we have not room enough. We have to get 
more room." Chatting with him a few minutes, I 
said: "Business must be good with you." "Oh, 
no," he said, "the worst ever; business in San Fran- 
cisco is not what it used to be. We are not making 
anything like the money we did in times past." I 
remarked to him: "Well, that is singular. I see 
you have a larger store than the firm ever had be- 
fore, and you are enlarging, yet you say business is 
bad and returns little profit" He gave a wry smile 
and said: "I guess we are doing a little better than 
most anybody else in town. All the other fellows 
are having a tight run to make both ends meet." 


A little further on I encountered the head of a 


big department store on the sidewalk looking up and

The high hopes built upon the ev^n^-'Hrn 
have not been fulfilled and are not likely to be ful- 
filled, nevertheless business in San Fr^pci'c^ is 
good, and the amount of business being done was 
never greater than it is today. 
Sutler Street Cars Go to Ferry 


At last Mayor Rolph has succeeded in moving 


two things: He moved the Supervisors and the 
Sutter street cars to the ferry at the same time. 


The Mayor and the street cars had to almost 


literally run over the Spreckels "solid nine" before 
this result was accomplished.

have? Where talk is so cheap, action is sure to 
be dear. 
Alleged BreaKing of Cement Combine 


Much enthusiasm has been developed in the pre^s 


over the proposition, supposed to emanate from the 
state government, to utterly destroy the cement 
combination by purchasing all the cement neces- 
sary for the State highways from a company out- 
side the regular producers—-the plan being to make 
a contract in advance for a very large amount of 
cement, then to have the owners of the plant use 
this contract to finance themselves into business. 


The ground selected is of the San Juan Portland 


Cement Company, near the old town of San Juan, 
in San Benito County. This property was made the 
basis of a largely capitalized corporation some 
years ago. Frank L. Brown of the Palmer Oil Com- 
pany, Cnarles Ladd, the Portland banker; Gustav 
Baumann. owner of the Holland House in New 
York, and J. C. Kemp Van Ee and a few other 
prominent capitalists werqr the organizers. 


The matter proceeded agreeably until about two-

litigation broke out among the incorporators, which 
lasted several years. This has been terminated, and 


i the owners are making an effort to use the State 


contract to obtain the additional capital necessary 
to complete the plant. 


No cement has ever been produced. The whole 


subject, up to this time, is a business experiment 
and, while the scheme is favorably spoken of by ex- 
perts, practical results cannot be determined until 
the actual manufacture of cement has begun, as the 
difference between theory and practice in the manu- 
facture of this commodity is very great. 


Therefore the regular companies are still the only 


supply of cement for this market. 


The breaking of the combine is a matter of future 


experiment. 
Lesson of Election in Los Angeles 


The political revolution in Los Angeles that

The New Judges in San Francisco 


Since my recent statement about the judges, some 


uncertainty has arisen over the Governor's program. 


Duffy, president of the ^aV Board

Directors, is still a certainty if he %vill accept. His 
present disposition is to di ^o. 


Eustace Cullinan, offered an appointment on be- 


half of the Bulletin, to neutralize Duffy, who is 
bitterly opposed to Older, is disinclined to take the 
place. He is one of the attorneys for Public Ad- 
ministrator Hynes — a very lucrative place, 
the 


revenues of this office having grown quite large in 
recent years, although no very big plum has fallen 
into the basket. 


There is some uncertainty about Billy Kelly, in 


Sullivan's office. The Governor wants to give the 
"house of Sullivan" its proportion of State patronage 
in the form of judges, according to the feudal law, 
giving them their proportion of all things that hap- 
pen in the State and in the municipality, but thinks 
that Sullivan should give him something heavier 
than Kelly, who is very youthful looking and who 
possesses limited experience and training. 


Henry Monroe, a Democrat, is under considera- 


tion. Monroe would have had it without hesitation 
except that, as a mining bureau trustee, he was 
opposed to feeding the places, which w ere supposed 
to be for the benefit of the mining industry, to a 
lot of machine hangers-on. 


This independence, although it was very deli- 


cately manifested, will probably prove fatal to his 
aspirations. 


Then there is Police Judge Daniel Deasy. 
He was sure of appointment at one time, and is a

After he held the Corbin case a year under ad- 


visement, and in the meantime had run for Superior 
Judge and had been overwhelmingly defeated by the 
people, it was published in the newspapers, in the 
dispatches from Sacramento, that he had been de- 
termined on by the Governor as one of the Superior 
Judges. 


He immediately called up the Corbin case and 


held Corbin to answer. This, in connection with the 
announcement in the newspapers of Governor John- j 
son's supposed intentions, created a vast amount of 
criticism, the suggestion in the newspapers being 
but thinly veiled that the appointment to the Supe- 
rior bench and the holding of Corbin were in some- 
wise co-related.

and is beaten in the courts, all of his e'xpenses shall 
be paid by the winner. 


As the United States Supreme Court has decided 


that it is unconstitutional to attempt to inflict costs 
under such circumstances, the Superior Court re- 
fused to entertain his demand. 


He is therefore relegated to the courts in an in- 


dependent action. He is now preparing to sue.

If Walker retains his nerve and files his suit, it

Supervisors and Exposition Directors 


Whatever the criticism of the exposition directors 


—and there iue many—the objections aii run to the 
exercise of judgment, not to characters, public spirit 
or unselfishness. The industry and self-sacrifice of 
these men is self-evident. 


The town did not accept pleasantly the hoodlum 


talk of the Board of Supervisors. 


If anything is going to pull San Francisco out of 


the slough cf despond, it will be the exposition. 
Every sane man knows this much. 


The exposition directors are giving practically 


their whole time, without any compensation, and 
with heavy personal expenses, borne by themselves, 
to the big work. 


The Supervisors are $200 a month men. Many 


of them could not earn thi" at any occupation. They 
are paid servants of the city. 


It would appear indecent for these hired men, with 


the idea of stirring up a little opposition to the ex- 
position enterprise, which might be of political ad- 
vantage to themselves, through continuation ol 
their salaries, to attack San Francisco's only hope 
of immediate prosperity.

tion, simply declared absolute neutrality. 
All Pleased to Resign 


Let no one waste sympathy on the Federal offi- 


cials who have been requested to resign by President 
Wilson. Not one of them feels hurt. All of them 
are glad to get out. 


They all say so. And they all look pleasant—or 


try to—when they say it. Wilson appears to have 
distributed favors unintentionally, whether he in- 
tended to do so or not. 


Duncan McKinlay says he is delighted to be re- 


lieved of the cares of office. John Mattos hails the 
opportunity to get a chance to attend to his private 
business with undisguised pleasure. As Fred Strat- 
ton and Frank Leach had previously notified the de- 
partment that they desired to retire not later than 
July, it is certain that neither is disconcerted or dis- 
appointed.

JVo Canadian Battleships for England. 


Canada will not contribute three battleships to Great Britain's 


naval defense— not yet. Nor will $35,000,000 in cash be con- 
tributed in lieu of the ships, as was originally proposed. The 
Borden ministry has been scared out of its promise by the rele- 
renduin. A referendum on this proposition would be fatal to the 
Conservative party in Quebec. 


The Canadian House of Commons passed the three battle- 


ships bill, but the Senate, which has a Liberal majority, put sand 
in the sugar by adding a proviso that the act should not be effec- 
tive till it had been approved by a popular vote. That put a 
quietus on the proposition for the present The Borden ministry 
must go to the country for an endorsement of its scheme because 
it could not get around the Senate's proviso. 


From the English point of view, it is only right that Canada 


should contribute to the naval armament of the einpiie, 
oul 


Canadians do not feel that they need any defense. Uncle Sam 
would stretch out a protecting arm in case any foreign power 
other than England placed a hand on the Dominion. Anyway, 
Canada is not exposed to attack, nor is her political or commercial

Side-line skirmishing in politics is going to great lengths these 


days. In the Alabama Senatorial campaign the tendency is be- 
ing carried to a ludicrous extreme. The contest is limited to 
Democrats, therefore national issues do not figure in the cam- 
paign. Congressman Richmond Pearson Hobson, who broke into 
fame by sinking the Merrimac in Santiago harbor, 
and who 


kissed himself into ridicule following that exploit, led off by 
announcing that he would make Prohibition his issue. Hon. 
Joseph F. Johnstone, who wears the toga at present, met the 
challenge by declaring that woman suffrage would be his issue. 
Those in favor of Prohibition will vote for Hobson and those 
opposed to woman suffrage will vote for Johnstone. The fun of 
it is that United States Senators have only a remote say about 
either Prohibition or woman suffrage. Hobson and Johnstone 
are merely skirmishing on the side-lines, keeping clear outside 
the game of national politics. 


Tickling them to death by asking them to resign is a new 


vay of giving enjoyment to politicians. But we are afraid Presi- 
dent Wilson will be too eager to give enjoyment in this way. 


What's the use of contending that the alien land question is 


not at bottom a race question? Why shrink from the ultimate 
facts in the case, the truth of the matter? An African negro 
can come to this country and become a citizen; he can buv or 
lease land without becoming a citizen and can hold it without 
interference from anybody. Why? Because there in the United 
States a million native-born negroes are armed with the ballot. 
We allow many of them to be juggled out of their rights in this 
country, but we dare not put on the statute books a law forbid- 
ding their compatriots in Africa to come to this country and buy 
land. A man may come from England, France, Germany, Italy 
or Russia and own land without becoming a citizen. He can be- 
come naturalized if he wants to, but Ms right~iQ~h51d real prop- 
erty does not depend upon his becoming a citizen. We forbid the 
Japanese to become a citizen, and then we deny him the right to 


, own land unless he becomes a citizen. Then, to cap the climax, 
we deny that this is not done on race grounds. The singular part 
of it all is that race prejudice is so ashamed of itself that it de- 
fends itself by lying.

Southern Pacific Preparing for the Fair. 


The application of the Southern Pacific Company, filed with 


the Railroad Commission, for authority to issue $30,000,000 two- 
year 5 per cent collateral trust notes to carry out plans for the 
immediate betterment of the system,* is full of interest to the 
people of California, for nearly one'-fhird of the indebtedness to 
be incurred is to be devoted to enlarging and improving the 
facilities of the Pacific system. It is explained that the notes do 
not imperil the physical properties of the corporation by impos- 
ing upon them an additional mortgage; but provision is made to 
redeem them from the next two years' earnings of the system. 


The cost of the total requirements of the corporation this 


year in the way of betterments, and increased facilities and 
equipments, is estimated at $48,526,000. The excess of $13,526,- 
000 over the amount to be represented in the collateral trust note 
issue will be covered out of the surplus earnings of the system. 
The collateral protecting the note issue of $30,000,000 and placed 
in escrow will consist of securities now in the corporation treas- 
ury and including issues of the Pacific Electric Railway Company 
ia Los Angeles county and the Northwestern Pacific Railroad in 
Harin and Mendocino counties. 


The incurrence of this temporary indebtedness is undoubtedly 


planned to cover the cost of putting the entire system of the 
Southern Pacific Company in first-class shape to handle the enor- 
mous traffic that will be associated with the Panama-Pacific In- 
ternational Exposition of 1915. The demand on the facilities of 
the corporation created by the coming exposition is already in 
evidence in a moderate degree and it will continue to steadily 
increase until the opening day, when the climax of the strain on 
ite resources will be reached for the transportation of the great 
crowds of visitors from all parts of the country.

projected by the San Francisco & Oakland Terminals Company] 
will be prosecuted without delay is an occasion for public rejoic- 
ing. 
It was feared that the tangle in the affairs of F. M. Smith 


would cause operations to be suspended for a time. Happily that 
is not to be the case. 


It is a gratifying assurance that one million dollars will be 


spent immediately in building a mole and in reclaiming the tide- 
land strip along shore, lying immediately in the rear of the tide- 
land tract the city is now filling in. The improvements the city 
is making in the Key Route basin are so closely related to and so 
bound up with the projected improvements of the Terminal Com- 
pany that a suspension of one would embarrass and delay the 
other. The work of harbor improvement and tideland reclama- 
tion can now go on undisturbed, for the Terminal Company is not | 
only provided with funds, but is secured from financial embar- 
rassment for five years to come. 


This means a great deal to Oakland, for trains will be running 


into Sacramento over the Oakland, Antioch & Eastern road before 
cne present momn is oui. Fabsengers will see at cioae range tne 
harbor and terminal developments being made in the Key Route 
basin and be given an impressive object lesson that will redound 
greatly to the advantage of this city. 


Moreover, the work of improving the property of the Terminal 


Company will give employment to a large number of men and 
place money in circulation that will immediately go into the chan- 
nels of local trade. This will be a great help to the business situ- 
ation which needs stimulating on both sides of the bay. 


But the great thing is that the Key Route basin is to be im- 


proved at once, and accommodations provided for shipping on the 
western waterfront. The creation of port and terminal facilities 
will continue without cessation, so that by 1915 Oakland will be 
the tidewater terminal for the system of electric railways now 
being constructed in the Sacramento valley. Thus the harbor 
plans of the municipality and the business interests of the citi- 
zens will be benefited by the developments of private enterprise 
in the Key Route basin.
